CHAPTER XIIL 



Of the Manner of Publication of the Papers laid before the 

Society. 



I. ' I *HE Phihfophkal Tranfactions ihall be printed at the 
X fole charge, and for the fole ufe and benefit, of the 
Society, and of the Fellows thereof ; to the intent that each 
of the prefent Fellows, who actually contribute and pay 
towards the fupport of the Society, or who have compounded 
for fuch contribution, according to the rules and orders efta- 
blifhed in relation thereto, or who have for other particular 
reafons been exonerated and difcharged from fuch contribution 
by order of the Council, may receive gratis (but under proper 
limitations and reftridtions) one copy of fuch of the Philofo- 
fhical Tranfaftions, as mall be printed as aforefaid ; and that 
all perfons, who ihall hereafter be admitted Fellows, mall, 
tinder the fame conditions, receive and be intitled to the 
like benefit and advantage. 



II. That once, at lead, in every year, a proper portion of the 
Papers, which have been communicated to the Society, fhall 
be printed under the name and title of Philofophical Tranf anions 
of the Royal Society of London, and that the time and manner 
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of printing thofe Papers ihall be fixed and determined by the 
Council, as occafion fhall require. That fuch a number of 
the copies fo printed, as ihall be fufficient to fupply the Fellows 
of the Society, ihall be delivered to the Librarian of the Society ; 
who ihall enter in a book, to be provided for that purpofe, 
the number of copies received by him, for which he ihall be 
accountable to the Council for the time being. . 

III. The Librarian ihall deliver gratis, at the Society's houie, 
one of the faid copies to every Fellow of the Society (except 
as herein after excepted) who ihall demand the fame, either 
in perfbn, or by letter or other writing under the hand of 
fuch Fellow as ihall not come in perfon to make fuch de- 
mand : and the perfon fo receiving a copy of fuch Philofopbical 
Tranfaffions ihall at the fame time fign the abovementioned 
book, as having received the faid copy. 

IV. In order that the Fellows may be apprized of the time 
when it will be proper for them to come or fend for their 
refpedMve copies, due and timely notice ihall be given in fome 
one or more of the public news-papers of the day upon which 
the Librarian will begin to deliver out the faid copies, as afore- 
fat d ■;. which day ihall be fixed and appointed by the Prefi,dent 
for the time being. 

Provided always, that no, Fellow of the Society whatsoever 
ihall be intitled to demand or receive any fuch copy of the Trans- 
actions, whole annual contribution ihall be one year in arrear ; or 
whole. Election, and payment of admiffion fees and regular Con- 
tributions ihall not have preceded the date of the time publish- 
ed for the delivery of the faid: Tranfa&ious ; neither ihall the 
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Executor of any deceafed Fellow receive a copy of the Tranf- 
adiions published after the death of fuch Fellows. 

Provided alfo, that no Fellow of the Society (hall receive, 
or be intitled to receive, gratis, any copy or copies of the 
Tranfactions, fo printed as aforefaid, after one year (hall be 
elapfed from the time of the Librarian's having begun to 
deliver out fuch copies refpettively ; but that his neglecting to 
demand them for fo long a time (hall be deemed a forfeiture 
and dereliction of his right thereto : unlefs the Council for the 
time being, upon their being made acquainted with the rea- 
fon of, or fbme excufe for, fuch delay, (hall order., the fame 
to be fo delivered j fuch order, however, not to extend fur- 
ther back than to the laft five years preceding its date. 

Provided alfo, that if the number of copies fo to be print- 
ed as aforefaid, (hall be greater than what will be requiflte to 
fupply each of the Fellows with one copy ; fuch fuper- 
numerary copies, as alfo all fuch as (hall remain in the hands 
of the Librarian after that five years (hall be elapfed from the 
time of his having begun to deliver out fuch copies refpectively, 
(hall be difpofed of, at fuch times, and in fuch manner, as the 
Council for the time being (hall order and direct. 
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
